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DETAILED ACTION 
Priori ty 

Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 
U.S.C. 119 (a) - (d) , which papers have been placed of record in 
the file. 

Drawings 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The 
drawings must show every feature of the invention specified in 
the claims. Therefore, the additional television camera (claim 
5) must be shown or the feature (s) canceled from the claim(s) . 
No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets are required in reply to the 
Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any 
amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the 
figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, 
even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended."

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs 
of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under 
this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published 
under section 122(b), by another filed in the United States before the 
invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an 
application for patent by another filed in the United States before the 
invention by the applicant for patent, except that an international 
application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the 
effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the 
United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English 
language . 



Claims 1, 2, and 4-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as 
being anticipated by Pugliese, III et al . (US 2001/0044751), 
hereafter "Pugliese" . 
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Pugliese discloses a device comprising at least one 
personal computer ("home terminal": par. [0009]); at least one 
second personal computer located within a point of sale (par. 
[0010] ) and being connected to an access service provider 
( "ShopLive" ) ; and at least one "television" camera (par. 
[0061] ) . 

Regarding claim 5: Pugliese discloses an additional 
"television" camera installed at said first personal computer 
and connected thereto ("videoconferencing": par. [0115]). 

Claims 1, 2, and 4 recite additional language directed to 
the intended operation of the device. Such language is given 
little patentable weight in structurally distinguishing the 
instant invention from the device of Pugliese. Nonetheless, it 
is noted that Pugliese discloses that the device operates in a 
manner consistent with the language recited by Applicant. That 
is, Pugliese discloses malcing purchases in real time over data 
communications networlc (par, [0008]); a user connects to an 
access service provider (par. [0009]); the at least one 
"television" camera can move inside said point of sale and is 
adapted to transmit images of said pint of sale to said second 
personal computer via said network (par. [0135]); said 
"television" camera can be guided within said point of sale by 
said user of said first personal computer (par. [0173]); said 
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"television" camera can be carried by an operator inside said 
point of sale and the movement of said "television" camera is 
guided by the user of said first personal computer by voice 
communication with said operator (par. [0157] ) ; access of said 
user to the online site of the point of sale is controlled by a 
password supplied to said user (par. [0250] ) . 

Regarding claims 6-9: Pugliese discloses a method for 
malcing real-time purchases over a data communications networlc 
comprising, inter alia, logging the behavior of the user in 
order to create a database that contains the profile of each 
user (par. [0195] ) . 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which 
forms the basis for all obviousness rejections set forth in this 
Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically 
disclosed or described as set forth in section 102 of this titlq if the 
differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior 
art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at 
the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the 
art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be 
negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as. being 
unpatentable over Pugliese, III et al . (US 2001/0044751), 
hereafter "Pugliese" . 

Pugliese does disclose a database that is adapted to log 
the names of users requesting access to the online site of said 
point of sale (pars. [0194] - [0197] ) . Such database is 
accessible by the second personal computer (par. [0117]). 
Pugliese does not disclose that the second personal computer 
comprises said database. However, it would have been obvious to 
one of ordinary slcill in the art to have effectively stored the 
accessed data in a database resident on the second personal 
computer in order that the second personal computer may have 
ready access to customer information without having to 
repeatedly query the central "ShopLive". database. Such 
technique is well-Jcnown in the distributed database art.
